This being the last report the Commission will make before the 
meeting of the General Conference of the Church, in May, 1900, we 
desire to call your attention to the following extract from the con- 
tract made with Dr. D. L. Rader for the publication of the “Advo- 
cate :” 

“The first party further agrees that he will make the second par- 
ties a monthly statement of the business done by him, showing re- 
ceipts and expenditures in detail, and the paid circulation of the 
paper, and that he will allow no bills to run for more than three 
months, and that when he shall have commenced the publication of 
his said paper it shall be issued continuously every week at his own 
sole charge and expense, and on his own sole responsibility, without 
any liability to the said second parties or to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, or to the Western Methodist Book Concern until the first 
day of June, A. D. 1900. At this last named date the management, 
with the subscription list, advertising patronage and other assets of 
the paper shall be turned over to the Church, free of charge, to be 
managed as the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church may direct.” 

In view of the above it would appear necessary that the Confer- 
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ence take some action looking to either a continuation of the subsidy 
or that the paper be recognized as one of the regular publications of 
the Church. The excellent standard of the “Advocate” has been 
maintained during the past year, bothin the editorial and mechanical 
departments, and the contract with the publisher has been carried 
out to the satisfaction of the Commission.” 


Church Extension. 


This department of church work has been so valuable to the 
Colorado Conference that it deserves much more than a passing 
notice. Few people are willing to live in these days where there is 
not to be found a church building of some denomination. 

The people, usually, seeking homes in a new state have but little 
more means than will take them to their new home, and he!p them 
to fit up a place to stay. But a place for worship is needed and want- 
ed at once. The Board of Church Extension has coine to our aid so 
often and so generously, that we count it one of our best friends. 

This Conference has given for Church Extension, since it was 
organized, $18,083, and has received from that treasury, $90,183. Al- 
most, if not every church in the Conference has been aided by Church 
Extension money. This Conference is asked to raise this year $1,200, 
which would only be nine cents a member. We raised only a little 
more than three-fourths of that amount last year. Nearly one-fourth 
of our charges took no collection for this cause last year. This ought 
not so to be. ‘We should show our appreciation and gratitude by se- 
curing something from every church. 

The General Committee asks that we give $1.00 to Church Exten- 
sion, where $4.00 are given to Missions. There are twenty-three out- 
standing loans made to individual churches in this Conference by 
this Board amounting to $16,890. There is now due on the principal 
$5,225, and on interest, $1,372. 

These loans were made in good faith and on accepted conditions 
known before the money was accepted. We wish to emphasize the 
fact that each church in our Conference, which has thus borrowed 
money, should keep business faith with the Board of Church Exten- 
sion. 

We ask the Presiding Elders to apportion to our charges the 
amount asked of us, in the most equitable manner possible, and we 


pledge ourselves to do our best to raise the full apportionment.

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Church Insurance. 


The Methodist Episcopal Church has become convinced, by vis- 
ible profits of old-line companies, as well as large savings made by 
other denominations from carrying the insurance upon their own 
church properties. that they can effect a large saving. The Church 
of England, the Wesleyans of England, the German M. E. Church 
of this country, together with the Wisconsin Church Company have 
shown that safe insurance may be had at much less cost than with the 
old-line companies. 

In accordance with these facts. the last General Conference 
directed the organization of a company, which has been done, and is 
now in successful operation, called the National Mutual Church In- 
surance Company of Chicago, (H. P. Magill, Secretary and Manager) 
It is the Church organized to protect its own property, and trans- 
cends all state and territorial lines, and proposes to afford safe pro 
tection, on easy terms of payment and at cost, by crediting year by 
year, to each policy, the savings of the year. It will cover all prop- 
erty that has for its object the promotion of religion or works of 
mercy in the Church, including the houses and goods of our pastors 
The large expense involved in keeping this property insured has 
been a heavy burden ; so much so that much of it is without protec- 
tion, which, if a fire should occur, would mean an extinction of the 
society or a disaster to the pastor. If we ought to build churches 
we ought to protect them, and that at the smallest cost possible. If 
the Church can do this within itself equally as well and cheaper than 
from without, it is in duty bound to do so; and since it does not un- 
dertake to do a miscellaneous business, but is an organization within 
the Church, and for the Church, it is incumbent upon the Boards of 
Trustees and the Pastors that they see that the benefits of the new 
company shall be extended as widely as possible, and our Church 
property be placed under its protection as early as possible, for the 
cost of insurance will decrease as the amount of property covered 
increases. D. L. RADER, Chairman. 


Deaconess Home and Work. 


No report having been submitted by the Board of Control last 
year, some facts concerning the inception of the Deaconess Home 
and Work in Denver ought to be recorded. 

The Conference Board of Control met February 9, 1898, when 
there was submitted to it a proposition by the official representatives 
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of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society offering to establish a 
Conference Deaconess Home in Denver. 

The Board unanimously authorized the founding of such a Home, 
under the auspices of the said society, to be located in Denver. Un- 
der this authority the Home was founded, and the faithful and eff- 
cient work done by the consecrated workers sent out from this Home 
has fully justified the action of your Board. 

There is herewith submitted, according to the disciplinary pro- 
vision, the following items : 

Number of Deaconesses in the Home, six. These are employed 
in ministering to the poor, caring for the sick, comforting the sorrow- 
ing, seeking the wandering, rescuing the sinning. At this time one 
of these is employed by Trinity Church, one by Grant Avenue and 
Brigg’s Mission, one by Asbury and Eighth Street Mission, one is a 
field worker authorized to assist pastors and look after the general 
interests of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society through the Con- 
ference, and one is acting as a nurse. Another will work in some 
mission, unless employed by an individual church. 

There has been received for the support of the work, from all 
sources, during the year, $1,043.28. This has been expended in the 
legitimate work of the home. 

The Board commends this Home and Work to the favorable at- 
tention of Colorado Methodism. 

For purposes of economy and administration, it has been thought 
best to have but one Home under Conference approval. For like 
reasons, the Board authorized the Home to be under the auspices of 
the Woman’s Home Missionary Society, and located it in Denver. 
The work done is, however, co-extensive with the State, and is worthy 
of the widest sympathy and support.

Episcopal Fund. 


A careful examination of the statistical report for this year re- 
veals the following facts in regard to the Episcopal Fund. 

There are fifteen blanks this year as compared with eighteen 
last year. Thirty-seven charges have strictly pro-rated and a much 
larger number have closely approached the apportionment. 

The total increase over last report amounts to $58.00. 

These figures indicate the wisdom of the suggestion, made last 
year, that each pastor be required, in his verbal report, to answer the 
question : “Have you pro-rated on the Episcopal Fund ?” 

Your committee recommends that this requirement be continued, 
and that a yet fuller compliance with the disciplinary rule be urged

Education. 


Your Committee would report, as follows : 


BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


It is with deep sorrow that we record the death of the Rev. C.H. 
Payne, D. D., who for years so ably conducted the affairs of the 
Board of Education. We feel, however, that his mantle has fallen 
upon worthy shoulders and congratulate the church upon the selec- 
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tion of so able a man as the Rev. W. F. McDowell, Ph. D., S. T. D., 
Chancellor of our University. We assure Dr. McDowell of our co- 
operation and prayers for his success, in this new field of labor. 

We note with pleasure that the board is constantly increasing 
its usefulness by aiding more students. Last year nearly $80,c0o 
were distributed among 1,825 students. “Chere has been an increase 
of seventy-one in the number of students aided during the year. Of 
the whole number of beneficiaries 872 had homes in the western 
states and eighteen were in attendance at our University. 

We regard with great satisfaction the fact that there is a con- 
stantly increasing return of loans to the office, thus sending the 
money on a second mission of usefulness. 

We urge that the three-fold object of Children’s Day—viz., finan- 
cial, educational and religious—as outlined by Dr. McDowell, be 
constantly kept in mind by all our pastors. Children’s Day ought to 
be a great occasion in every Methodist Sunday School because first, 
of financial results; second, some boy or girl shall turn toward the 
High School or College ; and lastly, because there shall be a large 
ingathering of young people and children into the Redeemer’s king- 


dom. 
We note with pleasure the increase of $189 in the collections for 


this cause during the past year, but feel that we have still fallen far 
short of our duty in this matter. 
UNIVERSITY OF DENVER. 

It is with gratitude we agiin report the excellent work done in all 
the departments of the University of Denver. The high grade of 
work in this the first of our schools west of Chicago to reach the uni- 
versity standard, we note with just pride. Despite the financial em- 
barrassments, the past year has been perhaps the best year in the 
history of the University. 

The work of Chancellor William F. McDowell, as head of the 
University, has been of the highest order and is well worthy the ap- 
proval the church places uponit. Hisinfluence within the institution 
in the administration and direction of its affairs, as well as that which 
he has carried out to the state and general society beyond, has been 
vigorous, inteliectual, Christian. Asa teacher, he ranks among the 
best of a noble faculty ; while as student’s friend, inspirer of true 
culture, he has won for our University a host of friends and a sub- 
stantial standing throughout the connection. While regretting 
deeply his departure from the more active leadership of our own 
Conference institution, we congratulate all our church educational 
interests upon his appointment to the general head of our connec- 
tional educational work. 
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The College of Liberal Arts offers to the student 140 courses of 
study, taught by teachers of superior ability and self sacrificing de- 
votion. This department possesses well equipped libraries and lab- 
oratories for the study of physics, biology, chemistry and mineralogy. 
Free access is granted the student to the City library and the min- 
eral, flora and fauna collections of the various societies of the city, as 
well as the extensive collections at the State Capitol building. These, 
with the collection of the University, afford every student superior 
advantages second to none in the state. 

Dr. Howe, by his scholarship and industry in the sweep of the 
heavens, has made both himself and the Chamberlin Observatory 
famous. 

The School of Oratory has had a year of splendid growth. 
Strength, efficiency and profit have marked the work of instructor 
and pupils. 

The Iliff School of Theology is in better condition than ever to 
meet all the demands of the times for a thorough training in the 
work of the ministry. Dr. W. F. Steele has been granted a tempor- 
ary leave of absence, but President Briggs and his able corps of as- 
sistants will continue the superior instruction and inspiration im- 
parted at this school of theology. 

Under the very efficient leadership of Dean and Mrs. Blakeslee, 
the School of Music has made marked changes during the year. 
his department which was practically demoralized, has, under their 
administration, been brought into excellent condition. The courses 
of study are of high order and the influence of the school is emin- 
ently Christian. The teachers are graduates of the best schools in 
the world. Itis worthy of note that this is the only school in the 
West that pretends to give systematic and thorough training such as 
is given in Chicagoand Boston. So that now the western people are 
no longer obliged to go East to receive thorough instruction in music. 

The Dental School is a member of the National Association of 
Dental Faculties, and also a member of the National Association of 
Dental Examiners, and is, in its work, fully up to the work of these 
national associations. ‘ 

The School of Law, with its three years’ course of study, affords 
a thorough understanding of the legal profession that is- in keeping 
with the best standards elsewhere. It is a matter of satisfaction that 
students of our law school passed the best examination before the 
State Board of Examiners of all the applicants for admission to the 
bar in our state. 

The Medical College may be said to be practically without a 
competitor in the Greater West. It isacknowledged as being ahead 
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of all western medical schools in its appointments and its faculty of 


instruction.

Inasmuch as the Trustees of the Colorado Seminary have 
recently had under consideration plans for retrenchment in the ex- 
penses, as indicated in the report of the Board of University Affairs, 
we recommend that, as a Conference, we give our hearty endorse- 
ment of such effort, so far as the same can be done without impair- 
ing the efficiency of the schools. °

SPECIAL REPORT. 


We would recommend the following concerning the selection of 
Trustees for the Colorado Seminary: 

First. To give opportunity for the representation upon the board 
of Trustees of a wider range of support to the Institution, we recom- 
mend the change of the representation of this Conference in each 
annual class from three totwo. . 

Second. We recommend that this Conference declare that while 
the Trustees of Colorado Seminary are elected for a term of four 
years yet, it shall be distinctly understood that this one contingency 
is established, the office of Trustee shall be declared vacant in all 
cases where the incumbent thereof shall have failed to be present at 
three consecutive meetings without having rendered valid reason 
therefor to the President of the Trustee Board. 

Third. \Werecommend that the selection of men to compose the 
Board of University Affairs be by name and not by charge, as pro- 
vided in the act of this Conference in creating this Board.

We note it as a matter for gratitude and for congratula- 
tion of all workers for the negro’s elevation that in the recent outrages, 
which have disgraced the South, no member of our church or schools, 
in fact no educated negro is known to have been implicated. We 
may hold it as proven that benevolent and Christian effort is to be 
the means appointed to produce and maintain between the races 
abiding righteousness and peace. ~ 


Third. \Neare glad to note for the year just past a slight increase 
in our Conference collections for this cause. 

Our apportionment is $1,200. We raised last year nearly $800. 
Let us try to bring our contributions nearer to the figures reasonably 
set for us, for on the success of this work rests, to a large degree, the 
internal welfare of our country.

Any 
church contributing $5 for this purpose will receive a two volume 
copy of the full report of the conference containing invaluable mis- 
sionary intelligence.

Mormonism. 


We, as a Conference, desire to give expression to our great in- 
terest in the work of the Rev. T. C. Iliff, D. D., against the spread of 
Mormonism, and to secure the expulsion of Brigham H. Roberts 
from the Congress of the United States. This blight upon our state 
and national life must be destroyed, and we cali upon all our preach- 
"ers and all friends of purity to speak loudly and with no uncertain 
sound against the wiley machinations and deceptive practices of the 
propagandists of this so-called religious society. It is our opinion 
that every preacher of this Conference should, without delay, acquaint 
himself with the methods used by these missionaries and warn the 
public of the danger attendant upon their presence and work in 
many of our communities. We would most emphatically endorse 
the action of the Utah Mission Conference, as embodied in the fol- 
lowing preamble and resolutions : 


“WHEREAS, The election of Brigham H. Roberts of Utah, an 
avowed polygamist, to the House of Representatives of the Fifty- 
sixth Congress, has called the attention of the country to the fact 
that many Mormon leaders are still living in polygamous relations, 
in violation of their oaths and pledges, and in defiance of public sen- 
timent and the laws of the country, as well asin defiance of the Laws 
and Constitution of the State of Utah ; and 


WHEREAS, The teaching and practice of polygamy is demoral- 
izing to society and destructive of the fundamental principles upon 
which our free institutions and our Christian civilization rest ; and 

WHEREAS, In view of the past history over the contest of the 
practice of polygamy, the House of Representatives cannot permit 
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the said Brigham H. Roberts to have a voice in its councils without 
in effect sanctioning the practice of polygamy ; and 

WHEREAS, The polygamous element is still powerful in Utah, 
making it difficult, if not impossible, to exterminate polygamous co- 
habitation without the assistance of the national government : 

Therefore, We most respectfully and most earnestly call upon 
every representative of the Fifty-sixth Congress to use his utmost en- 
deavor and to exhaust all honorable means to secure the prompt ex- 
pulsion of the said Brigham H. Roberts of Utah from the House of 
Representatives in accordance with the provision of the National 
Constitution in article one, section five, paragraph two, which reads 
as follows: “Each house (of Congress) may determine the rules of 
its proceedings, punish its members for disorderly behavior, and 
with the concurrence of two-thirds, expela member.’ 

We also most earnestly call upon every member of the Senate 
and House of Representatives to use his utmost endeavor and to ex- 
haust all honorable means to secure action by the Fifty-sixth Con- 
gress, proposing an amendment to the National Constitution, and 
submitting the same to the legislatures of the several states, defining 
legal marriage to be morganic, and making polygamy and polygam- 
istic cohabitation, under whatsoever guise or pretense, a crime 
against the United States, punishable by severest penalties. includ- 
ing disfranchisement and disqualification to vote, or to hold any 
office of honor or emolument under the United States, or any state 
. or territory thereof. 

We also call upon the Christian voters throughout the United 
States to aid us in the endeavor to secure the congressional action 
herein prayed for, to the end that the great wrong and scandal of 


polygamy may be speedily brought to an end.” C. A. BROOKS.

The Twentieth Century Thank-offering. 


The Christian Church in the past has come through sunshine 
and shadow, out of the dungeon and flame. Through all these the 
good hand of our God has led us to this happy day. From a little 
company of 120 the Church has grown until now it is soon to fill the 
whole earth. It is only fitting that the children of our King should 
plan for large things as they approach with thanksgiving the com- 
pletion of the Nineteenth Century of the coming of One so great that 
all former time is counted as nothing, and as though all things had 
their beginning with Him. From shore to shore, over valley, peak 
and plain, there should go up such an acclaim as shall be worthy of 
our Lord and Master. The world should feel the mighty inspiration 
of this holy impulse. : 

Specially should the people called Methodists be grateful, and 
show their gratitude in a tangible way. From a company of humble 
people without social standing or position, in poverty and dishonor, 
under the guidance of the Holy Spirit these people have arisen, in 
about 160 years, to a position where their churches are numbered by 
tens of thousands. They have the largest and best equipped pub- 
lishing system in the world. Their missionary operations stand 
among the best of earth. Their converts are in all lands and roam 
all seas. Surely there is great reason why those who have been 
blessed by this great movement should gather about her foundations 
and consider her towers and examine her purposes, that out of our 
intelligent appreciation they may send from her battlements the 
flaming evangel that shall enlighten the world. 
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Only one thing will hinder this great body from taking the world 
for Jesus, and that is the failure to appreciate the things God can do 
through her. Itis but a small thing that our bishops and college 
men ask of us when they call upon us to place upon the Lord’s altar 
a little over $3 per member per year for two years. Surely it is not 
a great expectation when we look for ten dollars per member. 

As the whole Church is to unite in this appropriate effort to se- 
cure two million souls and twenty million dollars for our Master’s 
cause during the next two years, and as Colorado Methodism has 
been so signally blessed during the past thirty-eight years of its ex- 
istence here, and is now in sore need of funds to relieve the Univer- 
sity of Denver and to discharge the debts on some of the churches in 
this State, therefore ; : 

Resolved, First. That we as ministers pleage ourselves to use 
our utmost endeavor to raise at least ten dollars per member between 
this time and the 31st of December, Iool. 

Resolved, Second. That this money shall be applied one-third 
to the University of Denver and two-thirds to the discharge of the 
debts and improvement on the churches and parsonages throughout 
the Conference. 

Resolved, Third. That a Conference Board of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fund shall be appointed by the Bishop, which shall consist of a 
President and Secretary, together with the President and Secretary 
of each district, and these latter shall be the Presiding Elder of each 
district and a secretary appointed by the Bishop. 

Resolved, Fourth. That the above named Board shall devise 
such plans as may seem to them wise, and that we pledge ourselves 
to aid them in every way possible in carrying out the purposes of 
this movement, and will welcome them to our charges whenever they 
may arrange to visit them. 

Resolved, Fifth. That we call upon our Presiding Elders to give 
special attention to planning for the largest services and to securing 
the funds herein indicated.

DANIEL B.-VOSSELLER 


Was born in New Jersey, Oct. 23, 1856, and died in Longmont, Colo- 
rado, Oct. 7, 1898. He joined the New York East Conference in 1882 
and served West Suffield, Mattituck and East village when his health 
failed. He then moved west, and served a charge in the Wyoming 
Mission and again on account of health failure retired from pastoral 
work, moving to Greeley, where he worked as a machinist for several 
years. In 1892 he re-entered the pastorate and was appointed to 
Julesburg, being the first regular pastor there. He served that 
charge two years, Sterling one year, Loveland two and Longmont 
two. In each charge his work was marked by fidelity, earnestness 
and success. 

Brother Vosseller was first of all a Christian gentleman. He 
was a diligent studentand a hard worker. He was never a pessimist. 
His heart was right with God ; his will was dead to self and alive to 
the Divine Will, so that living or dying he was Christ’s. One who 
browsed on his books and observed his methods of study says: 
“He was like a miner blasting jasper. He worked hard and long at 
the Bible, his one chief book, giving prolonged time to the exegeti- 
cal and expository study of its individual books. He was very con- 
scientious, counseling not with flesh and blood in matters of duty. 
Because of his own long self-sacrifice he was puritanical somewhat, 
and rigid in his expositions of the Scriptures, though withal softened 
by those same sufferings into tenderness.” 

He fought a hard battle with poor health, sustaining through 
many trying times a courage that was almost marvelous. He sus- 
tained nearly one hundred hemorrhages, and at times his life seemed 
atits close. Yet he rallied and continued his work till about three 
months before the last Conference session when he succumbed to his 
weakness and resigned hischarge. Hisresignation was not accepted, 
but arrangements were made whereby he was continued in charge 
and his pulpit was supplied till Conference by various brethren. 
Shortly before Conference he started to the mountains for rest, but an 
accident occurred whereby it was necessary to leave him alone while 
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his companions returned for help. Again hemorrhages began and 
he was brought back to his parsonage home. He recovered some- 
what and soon moved to a new home in the city. Typhoid fever at- 
tacked him and his strength yielded to the disease, after several 
days of suffering. He was unconscious during the last three days of 
his illness. His last few hours of semi-conscious life were spent in 
planning for a church of which he seemed to himself to be pastor. 
He preached the gospel as in days of better health, he appointed 
committees for his work, he suggested plans for the League, he la- 
bored with the sinner and comforted the saint. His life struggle, 
had it been written out in a work of fiction, would be called the life 
of a hero ; being in real life it was heroic to a greater degree. A ne- 
cessitated resignation gave the observer a good opportunity of guag- 
ing the inherent character and spirit of the man. He grew in the 
school of affliction and of shattered aspirations. It was a tonic to 
note how the indwelling presence of Christ had given him “the greater 
glory’ and the hope and peace thereof. Messages of appreciation 
and sympathy were read, or personally presented, from the official 
boards of Greeley, Sterling, Loveland and Julesburg, his former 
charges, at his funeral services. May we,as ministers, follow our be- 
loved brother in faith, in service, in endurance unto victory. 


EMMA M. GRACE, 


Wife of Rev. H. J. Grace, departed this life at the parsonage in Ar- 
vada, Colorado, Feb. 23rd, 1899, aged nearly fifty-two years. 

For sixteen years, in the itineracy, she strengthened the hands 
and inspired the heart of her husband by her unwavering faith and 
cheerful, hopeful spirit. Ten of these years she labored earnestly 
with her husband to promote the cause of Christ and His church in 
this Conference. 

She was greatly interested in all the enterprises of the Christian 
Church, especially those relating to the salvation of the young peo- 
ple, and her words of encouragement coming from the border land 
will be an inspiration in the years to come. 

She was converted in early life, and thus a foundation was laid 
that was undisturbed during all her later life, and her affliction only 
seemed to ripen the Christian graces in her character and life.

Adopted Session 1899, 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME AND OBJECT. 


SECTION I. This incorporation shall be entitled, “The 
Methodist Episcopal Colorado Annual Conference Preach- 
ers’ Aid Society,’ for the benefit of its members, and the 
widows and minor orphans of its deceased members. 

Ssc. 11. This Society shall hold and invest on good secur- 
ity, all Permanent Funds of the Society and shall distribute 
such revenues as may be secured from the interest on the 
Permanent Fund, from Membership Fees, Annual Dues, 
special donations made for this purpose, or receipts from 
our other sources intended for this object, among its legal 
beneficiaries in accordance with the laws of the Society. 


ARTICLE, Il: 
OFFICERS AND THEIR ELECTION. 


SECTION 1. The officers of this Society shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and five 
Directors, who together shall constitute a Board of Mana- 
gers, and they shall also be the legal trustees of the Society. 
Said Board of Managers shall be composed of at least five 
members of the Society and four may be laymen in full con- 
nection in the Methodist Episcopal Church, from within the 
bounds of the Colorado Annual Conference. 

Sec. 2. The officers, as a Board of Trustees, shall be 
divided into three classes, of three trustees each, all of whom 
shall be elected by ballot, in the open Conference, immedi- 
ately after the adoption of this constitution; the first class 
to hold office for one, the second class for two, and the third

class for three years, from the time oftheir election, or until 
their successors are elected. At each subsequent session of 
the Colorado Annual Conference, there shall be elected, 
by the society and by ballot, three trustees, to hold office 
for three years, and to take the place of those whose term of 
office expires at that session of the Conference. 

Sec. 3. From the Board of Trustees thus constituted 
there shall be elected by the Board a President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary and Treasurer, each to hold office for one 
year, but eligible to re-election as the interests of the society 
may seem to require. 

Sec. 4. All vacancies in this Board shall be filled for 
the unexpired term, as in the case of other trustees, at the 
regular election following the time when the vacancy oc- 
curred. 


ANIKI, UE, 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of the President to pre- 
side at all meetings of the Board, or of the Society and to 
perform such other duties as he may be ordered by the 
Society, to do as its executive officer. It shall also be his 
duty to notify the members of the Board of the time and 
place of holding any special meeting and also to see that 
due notice be given of the Annual meetings. 

SEC. 2, The Secretary shali keep careful minutes of all 
proceedings of the Board and Society; keep a correct list of 
the members of the Society, of the widows and minor chil- 
dren of deceased members and of its honorary patrons. He 
shall conduct the correspondence of the Society, aside from 
the management of its Funds ; and shall makean annual re- 
port of the condition of the Society at its annual meeting, 
transmitting with his, the report of the Treasurer and of the 
Auditing Committee. 

SEC. 3. The Treasurer shall receive, hold and disburse 
all moneys belonging to the Society; make, sue for the re- 
covery of, and cancel all investments; and for these and 
other necessary purposes he shall be authorized to use the 
seal of the Society. He shall also keep in his possession and 
see to the recording of all titles to real estate owned by the 
Society, and convey the same, subject to the action of the 
Board of Managers. He shall also pay all taxes and other 
lawful charges against the property of the Society. He 
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‘shall, in all cases, be required to hold in his possession am- 
ple security for all loans made of the Funds of the Society 
entrusted to him. 

He shall also make an annual report of the financial] con- 
dition of the Society, including the following items and any 
others which may be necessary to a full statement of the 
affairs of the Society. 

1. Valuation of real estate. 
2. Valuation last year. 
3, Valuation of personal property, including loans and 
collaterals. 
4. Valuation last year. 
Causes of change in valuation. 
Nature of collaterals and securities. 
Gross income of Society— 
(1.) Receipts from Interest. 
(2.) Receipts from Membership Fees. 
(3.) Receipts from Annual Dues. 
(4.) Receipts from Special Donations and other 
Sources. 

8. Expenses for the year itemized. 

9. Net Income. 

10. Amount of dividend, or fund subject to distribution. 

Said report shall be submitted to the Auditing Com- 
mittee for its approval. It shall also be presented to the 
Annual Meeting of the Society. 

SEC. 4. The Board of Managers shall supervise and di- 
rect all the affairs of the Society, not otherwise provided for 
in this Constitution.

ARTICLE IV. 
MEMBERSHIP. 

SECTION 1]. All ministers in full connection in an An- 
nual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, having 
kept themselves in good standing in the “Colorado Confer- 
ence Preachers’ Aid Society,” as originally constituted, are 
hereby constituted the legal members of this re-organized 
Society. 

SEc. 2. All ministers in full connection in the Colorado 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church may become 
members of this Society, on the payment of the regular ad- 
mission fee, and their election to such membership by a ma_ 
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jority vote of the members present at any regular meeting. 
All members shall sign this Constitution in a book provided 
for that purpose. 


Sec. 3. The Membership Fee in this Society shall be $5.00 
and the Annual Dues shall be, for each member, $2.50 


Sec. 4 Membership in this Society shall be forfeited on- 
ly by the following causes: 

(1.) The non-payment of the annual dues for three suc- 
cessive years. 

(2.) Expulsion from membership in an Annual Confer- 
CnCe: 

(3.) Withdrawal from an Annual Conference under 
charges. 

(4.) Location by an Annual Conference for cause. 

Honorary patrons lose their connection with the Society 
by withdrawal, or expulsion, from the Church. 

Sec. 5, Any minister or member of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church may become an honorary patron of the Society 
by the payment of $10.00 for the Permanent Fund, at one 
time. 


Sec. 6. Any member having forfeited his membership. 
because of non-payment of dues, may be reinstated by the 
payment of all back and current dues, and a majority vote 
of all members present at the meeting when this reinstate- 
mentis sought. 


ARTICLE V. 
MEETINGS. 


SECTION 1. The business of this society shall be con- 
ducted at meetings of the Board of Managers, which shall 
be held annually at the place of holding the sessions of the 
Colorado Annual Conference, at three o’clock P. M., on the 
first day of the Conference session, or such other time as 
may be found, by the officers, to be most convenient, notice 
of which shall be given by the President or his representa- 
tive, on the floor of the Conference during its first session, 
which meeting may adjourn from time to time during the 
conference week. 

SEC. 2: Special meetings of the Board of Managers 
may be called by the President, or by any three members of 
the Board of managers at the office of the Treasurer, forthe 
transaction of special business, which shall be named in the 
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call. At either of the above meetings, five shall constitute a 
quorum, 

SEC. 3. There shall be a public meeting of the Society 
during each session of the Annual Conference at such time 
and place as shall be designated by the President of the So- 
ciety, of which due notice shall be given. Theobject of this 
meeting shall be to hear the Treasurer’s report, to listen to 
addresses, to secure the names of honorary patrons, and 
other subscriptions to the funds of the society, and for the 
promotion of the general interests of the society. For the 
purposes of such meeting the President shall secure the ap- 
pointment by the Bishop, of some member of the Conference 
at each session, to deliver the ensuing annual address. The 
members present at this meeting shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VI. 
DISBURSEMENTS. 


SECTION 1. The net income of the society, as shown by 
the Treasurer's report, may be distributed annually among 
the most necessitous members, widows, and minor children, 
and shall be appropriated among them according to the best 
judgment of the Board of Managers, taking into account all 
the circumstances of age, infirmity, time of membership in 
an Annual Conference, years of effective service, in accord- 
ance with the By-Laws of the Society, considering their cases 
in the order of widows and children first, and then superann- 
uated and supernumerary members of the Conference, be- 
fore those who hold an “effective” relation. Provided, how- 
ever, that bequests, donations, and honorary patrons’ fees, 
unless so designated by the donors, shall not be considered 
as such income, but shall go to the permanent endowment 
of the society. And provided also that all moneys accruing 
from the sale of real estate or other property shall be con- 
sidered and held as endowment funds. 


SrEc. 2. All disbursements of funds shall be made by the 
Treasurer, on the order of the Board of Managers,signed by 
the President and Secretary. 


ARTICLE VII. 
INVESTMENTS. 


SECTION 1. The Permanent Funds of this society shall 
be invested by the Treasurer, only on such security as shall 
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have been approved by the Investing Committee. All loans, 
leases or investments of whatever character, andall sales of 
property held by the Society, must have the approval of this 
committee in writing, before these can be legally consum- 
ated. 

SEc. 2. At the first meeting of the Board of Managers, 
after the adoption of this revised Constitutign, there shall 
be elected by ballot a committee of three, to be knownas the 
Investing Committee, whose duties are defined in Section 1 
of this Article. 

Src. 3. At the first meeting of this committee it shall 
divide itself into three classes, one to hold office for three 
years, one for two years, and one for one year. Thereafter 
one new member shall be elected annually. Vacancies in 
this committee occurring during the Conference year, may 
be temporarily filled by the appointment of the President, 
but at the first meeting of the Board of Managers, the unex- 
pired portions of such vacancies shall be, with any other 
vacancy, filled in the usual manner. 

Sec. 4. This committee shall keep a careful record of all 
business transacted, and shall report annually, at least four 
weeks previous to the Annual Meeting of the Society, to the 
Board of Managers, showing the character of allinvestments 
made or outstanding, and giving such other information 
relative to the income property of the Society as may seem 
wise to them. 4 

ARTICLE VIII. 
BY-LAWS. 

By-Laws may be adopted from time to time for the govy- 
ernment of the Society and the Board of Managers, by the 
unanimous recommendation of the Board and a majority 
vote at any Annual Meeting of the Society; provided, how- 
ever, at the first meeting after the adoption of this revised 
Constitution, By-Laws framed in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution, defining the rights of all claim- 
ants shall be presented and adopted. 


ARTICLE EX 
Amendments may be made to this Constitution, orto the 
By-Laws as enacted by the Society, at any Annual Meeting 
of the Society, one year’s notice having been previously pub- 
licly given, by a majority vote of all the members of the 
Society. —

THE LAY ELECTORAL CONFERENGE. 


DENVER, COLo., | 
Sept. 1, 1899. 

The Lay Electoral Conferénce of the Colo- 
rado Annual Conference was called to order at 11 
A.M. in the Asbury M. E. Church by J. F. Keating, 
secretary of the Lay Electoral Conference for 1895. 

Platt Wicks was chosen temporary chairman, 
and W.C. Baker temporary secretary. 

The chairman called on Horace T. DeLong to 
lead in prayer. 

On motion three committees were ordered, 
one on Credentials, one on Order of Business, and 
one on Resolutions, each to consist of representa- 
tives of the Conference Districts chosen by the 
District delegates in attendance; the Resolutions 
Committee to be composed of eight members, and 
the other two of four each. . 

After a short recess, during which the Districts 
chose their representatives on the three committees, 
the chairman announced that the full committees 
would be made up as follows :

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WHEREAS, An effort is to be made by our Church to 
secure atleast Ten Dollars per member as a Twentieth Cen- 
tury Thank-offering for the Church in Colorado. Therefore, 

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to, in every way 
within our power, co-operate with the authorities of the 
Church in securing the largest amount possible towards 
maintaining the University, and that we do our utmost to: 
bring our churches and congregations into the heartiest 
sympathy with every movement tending toward more active 
sympathy and co-operation with the life and work of the 
University. . 

Resolved, That inasmuch as the church has called 
Chancellor W. F. McDowell to its greater educational work 
that we heartily commend the wisdom of this selection and 
invoke the favor of God upon him and the work committed 
to his care. 

Resolved, That “The Rocky Mountain Christian <Ad- 
vocate” has by its able editorial management, its high liter- 
ary and spiritual character become a great force for the up- 
building of Methodism in the West, faithfully filling a mis- 
sion which no other Advocate can fill. There are vital local 
interests which no paper edited and published at a distance 
from this field can properly subserve. There are problems 
that are distinctly ourown. The Mormons are crowding in 
upon us; the old intolerant Spanish Romanism is still men- 
acing our Civilization, and the needs of our great western 
mission field are over-shadowing all other issues. There- 
fore, be it, 

Resolved, That the continuance of “The Rocky Moun- 
tain Christian Advocate” is an imperative duty of the Gen- 
eral Conference, and that liberal financial aid will be a wise 
expenditure of church funds. 

WHEREAS, We are sure that the drink traffic is the 
fountain from which springs most of the violence, crime and 
destitution which blight our fair land; therefore, 

Resolved, That we urge the Methodists of Colorado to 
discourage in every way the use, sale and manufacture of 
intoxicating liquors—to discourage by example, by precept: 
and by voting for total prohibition whenever the opportuni- 
ty offers. 

Resolved, That we urge the Methodists of Colorado to: 
attend primaries and political conventions, in order to select 
such men and promote such measures as will best tend to 
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over-throw the saloon and its deadly influence and bring in 
the reign of temperance and sobriety. 

Resolved, That we request the church to investigate 
the wisdom of abolishing church entertainments asa means 
of raising funds for the support of the church. 


Resolved, That we hail with delight the grand suc 
cess of the Epworth League,and believe it to be a providential 
opening for the utilization of the energetic forces of our 
young people and for the development of earnest Christian 
character for the performance of intelligent Christian work, 
and would heartily recommend its organization in every 
church in the Conference. 

Resolved, That the church should devise means by 
which greater provision shall be made for the support of 
worn-out preachers. 

Resolved, That we hereby urge our delegation to the Gen- 
eral Conference to at once memorialize that body in our be- 
half asking that all provisional delegates be seated without 
delay.

PREAMBLE. 


1. We, the laymen in the Colorado Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing our duties and privileges as Christian laymen, acquaint- 
ing ourselves with the usages and mission of the church, 
increasing our efficiency in its divinely appointed ministry 
to the people, and promoting in every possible manner the 
wisest co-operation of pulpit and pew for the advancement 
of the Lord’s cause, do hereby ordain this constitution for 
the Colorado Laymen’s Association. 


NAME. 


2. The name of this organization shall be the Colorado 
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Laymen’s Association in the Colorado Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 


MEMBERSHIP. ABSENTEES. 


3. The membership of the Association shall consist cf 
delegates chosen annually by the laymen in the various 
charges and circuits of the Colorado Conference, each 
charge orcircuit being entitled to two delegates, and all lay 
members in good standing being eligible to election. In 
the absence of the regularly appointed delegates, any lay 
member in good standing may with the consent of the As- 
sociation be enrolled as an alternate delegate from his 
charge. 

OFFICERS. 

4. The officers of the Association shall be a President, 
one Vice-President from each district in the Conference, a 
Secretary, and a Treasurer, all to be elected annually at the 
end of the session, and all to serve until their successors are 
installed. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

5. The officers shall be the Executive Committee of the 
Association, having full authority (subject only to the in- 
structions of the Association) to fill vacancies, arrange for 
the annual meetings (making the timeand place agree with 
that of the Annual Conference), publish the proceedings, 
call special meetings, and act generally for the interests and 
purposes of the Association. 


QUORUM. VOTING. 


6. Fifteen delegates representing any two districts, or 
ten delegates representing any three districts, shall be a 
quorum for the transaction of business. Voting shall be 
vive voce unless otherwise ordered, and all questions shall 
be decided by the President according to the Discipline and 
the General Conference Rules of Order. 


DUES. COLLECTIONS. ASSESSMENTS. 


7. No dues shall ever be required, nor shall any col- 
lections be taken except for the ordinary expenses of the 
Association; but any deficit for such expenses may, by a 
three-fourths vote, be met by a per capita assessment upon 
the attending delegates.

The regular order of business shall beas follows: 

a. Singing and prayer. 

b. Roll Call, from credentials filed wtth the Secretary. 

c. Consideration of church problems and interests. 

d. Reports of committees. 

e. Business meeting. 

f. Election of officers. 

g. Adjournment with prayer and doxology. 
AMENDMENTS. 


9. Amendments shall be proposed in writing, and may 
be passed by a two-thirds vote at any annual meeting.
